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London.— One thousand three hundred and ninety-six deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 19, scarlet fever 13, diph- 
theria 16, enteric fever 11, whooping cough 7, tuberculosis 143, and 
76 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of. 13.1 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,984 deaths were regis- 
tered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 10 from measles, 1 
from scarlet fever, 8 from diphtheria, and 2 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended October 31, 1908, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 17 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Lisburn, viz, 4.5, and the highest in Dundalk, viz, 35.9 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended October 31, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 16.2 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 22.2, and the 
lowest in Edinburgh, viz, 13 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 570, including enteric fever 2, 
diphtheria 11, scarlet fever 5, and 16 from whooping cough.
